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years or at least as long as it has been since we passed the
bill to exempt such products and such equipment. I would
just say that you are taking up our valuable time here
today. I'm anxious to get adjourned and get out of here,
Senator Haberman, so I would hope that you would withdraw

this resolution. If you do not, then I will support the
kill motion.

SPEAKER NICHOL: Senator Haberman.

SENATOR HABERMAN: Mr. President and members of the body,
the law that they are referring to...

SPEAKER NICHOL: Wait a minute, wait a minute...there are
other speakers....

SENATOR HABERMAN: I'm going to withdraw the motion but I
want to put some things into the record first.

SPEAKER NICHOL: Oh, okay.

SENATOR HABERMAN: The law that they are referring to is
illegal, it says, "any retailer". These manufacturers are
not retailers, Senator Hefner. If you have been working on
this for four or five years I would say you haven't done a
very good job. So, therefore, Mr. President, I will have
the Banking Committee and we will do our own investigation
of this and, therefore, I'll withdraw the resolution rather
than to get into a dog fight and take up a lot of time.

SPEAKER NICHOL: All right, thank you. LR 268. Senator
Nelson, for what purpose do you rise?

SENATOR NELSON: Mr. Speaker and members of the body, 1
guess I have to ask for a point of personal privilege.

SPEAKER NICHOL: Just a moment, let me get some attention
for you. (Gavel.) Gentlemen, 1 think there are only
gentlemen making the noise cut there. Please let's have

attention so we can hear Senator Nelson. Thank you.

SENATOR NELSON: Mr. Speaker, 1 realized that yesterday
maybe some members of the body were not aware of the actions
that the Governor and Ron Jersen saw fit to take, I guess
our Governor, on additional funding for substance abuse and
mental health.
